Officers posted along the principal 
streets carry plunks studded with 
long, sharp nails, and when they see 
a car approaching at a rate they be¬ 
lieve is excessive they drop the plank 
in front of the machine. If the car 
is speeding .it cannot be stopped in 
time, and as a result its tires* are 
punctured.

FLYNN IS DISCREDITED 


Recently, J. H. Flynn, a self-styled 
Canadian ,who is possessed of a great 
fondness of hearing himself talk, ad 
dressed a mass meeting of citizens of 
Calgary and as usual made many mis- 
repesentations while on his feet, 
which have since been absolutely re¬ 
pudiated by L. L. Johnstone of the 
Calgary Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establisli- 
ment. Mr. Flynn stated that voca¬ 
tional training for returned men had 
been the biggest farce and camou¬ 
flage ever imposed upon a,supposed¬ 
ly intelligent people, also that less 
than 10 per cent of those who have 
had the training have made use of it. 

According to records a total of 1085 
men have been trained up to March 1 
through the local vocational branch 
of the S. C. R. and of this number 
781 men (72 per cent of the total) 
have been successfully trained and 
are now following up the lines along 
which they are trained. Mr. John¬ 
son said that Flynn’s statement that 
less than 10 per cent of those who 
have had training are making use of 
it is wholly untrue. A system is be¬ 
ing used by the vocational branch 
whereby a man is traced closely for 
.at least three months after complet¬ 
ing his course, and if he is still work¬ 
ing at the same line he was trained 
in it is considered that his course has 
been successful.

The Municipal District of Royal No. 158 

By-Law No. T For the Restraining of Animals Running 


A by-law of the Municipal District of Royal No. 158, for restraining animals at large. 

[1] . In this by-law unless the context otherwise requires, the term animals means 
horses, mules, cattle or sheep. 

[2] . No horses, cattle, mules or sheep, the property of any person resident or nom 
resident, within the said Municipal District shall at any time be at large in any part of the 
Municipal District. 

[3] . An animal shall be deemed to be at large which is not on the premises of its ow¬ 
ner and which is not under control of its owner, either by< being securely tethered or in 
direct or continuous charge of a herder, or by confinement within any building or other en¬ 
closure or lawful fence.

[4] . Any qnimal at large contrary to the provisions of this by-law may be impounded 
in the manner herein provided for. 

[5] . Pounds shall be established as follows: 

1 .Poundkeeper E. W. Jump, situated on the N. E. 9-1.6-24-4 

2 .Poundkeeper M. Hoffman, situated on thfe N. E. 16-17-25-4 

3 .i...Poundkeeper Alec. Kennedy situated on the N. E. 31-16-26-4 

4 .. Poundkeeper D. Holmes, situated on the S. E. 16-18-26-4 

5 .. Poundkeeper D. McNiven, situated on the N. W. 32-18-25-4 

6 ..Poundkeeper C. H. Kelly, situated on the N. E. 19-18-24-4 

[6]. The following shall be deemed a legal fence within the meaning of this by law. 
Cedar posts two rods apart with dropper between - or willow posts one rod apart. 
Fence to consist of three barbed wires and shall be spaced as follows:

Any person who suffers or permits any animal, -which he is entitled to possession of to 
be at large within the said Municipal District, contrary to the provisions hereof, shall be 
guilty of breach of this by-law, and shall, upon summary conviction under Part XV of the 
Criminal Code, forfeit and pay as a penalty an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars 
and costs, and in default of payment forthwith after conviction, shall be liable to punish¬ 
ment by imprisonment with or without 4iard labor fora period not exceeding thirty days 
-unless such fines and Costs, including the cost of commital, are sooner paid.

Amendments ttf the postoffice act 
introduced in thjg house by the govern¬ 
ment provide for an increase in the 
registration fee on letters and other 
matter passing through the 'mails, 
from 5 to 10 cents.' The rate of pos¬ 
tage bn newspapers and periodicals 
printed and published in Canada and 
issued at intervals of less than one 
month, is increased from 1 to 2 cents 
per pound or fraction thereof. News¬ 
papers and periodicals which are to 
be transmitted for a distance of more 
than 40 miles, or the publication of 
which is of greater frequency than 
once a week, shall be subject’to post¬ 
age at the rate of One cent a pound or 
fraction thereof for the year begin¬ 
ning January 1, 1921 and one and a 
half cents a pound or fraction thereof 
for the following years. This post¬ 
age is to be affixed by stamp or as 
the postmaster-general may decide. 


Hon.- Val Winkler, minister of agri¬ 
culture for Manitoba, died suddenly 
at his home at Morden, Man., on Mon¬ 
day night, June 7.

RECKLESS EXTRA 


from Ottawa, the Pope lease will be 
made available for soldier settlement | 
on June 29. The Pope lease, some¬ 
times called the Wertview ranch, is 
said to. be one of the finest pieces of 
agricultural land in the province, con¬ 
taining about 15,000 acres. 

, Soldier Settlement Board officials 
state that it will be disposed of by 
sale at a very conservative figure to 
returned soldiers only. More than 100 
applications inquiring about this tract 
of' land have been received as it had 
been known for some time that the 
government would eventually throw it 
open for - soldier settlement. It will 
be disposed of bjr ballot in a similar 
manner to that in which the Hudson’s 
Bay land at Delia was parcelled out. 
Terms and prices have not b -en'defin¬ 
itely settled, but .will be available in 
a short time. 

The Pope lease is situated west of 
Drumheller, near Carbon, and it ad¬ 
joins the Red Deer river. 'There are 
many returned, men in Calgary who 
have been waiting for months in or¬ 
der to acquire a parcel of this excel¬ 
lent land. 


Choice yearling and two-year-old 
stockcrs ranged from $8.50 to 310 ; 
yearling and two-year-old heifers 
from $8 to $8.50, and good young 
cows frdtn $7.75 to $8.35 a hundred¬ 
weight: 

- Sheep of all kinds are practically 
off the market altogether, there being 
very few sheep sales during the week. 

Hogs took a sudden drop during 
the week of $3.50 a hundredweight 
During the early part of the week 
they sold at $22.50 off cars, and on. 
Friday they closed, at . $19 a hundred¬ 
weight. Light stocker hogs sold to 
the end of the week at prices ranging 
from $21.30 to $22.60 hundred¬ 
weight. 


CATTLE MARKET DROPPED 


We have had a great many general 
statements made about prevailing ex¬ 
travagance. A concrete example 
which will cause, an unusual degree 
of' horror aShbrig a large section of 
the people of this and other cities^, is 
contained in an item in a London pa¬ 
per. Passengers on the Mauretania 
told how during a trip across they 
used to watch Hagen, the American 
golf champion, drive dollor golf balls 
into the *ea from the sun deck in ord¬ 
er to keep in practice. It was estim¬ 
ated that at least 600 were disposed 
of in this way. . „ 


The cattle rfiarket at Calgary last 
week, especially for choice heavy, 
beef, showed a decided downward ten¬ 
dency, dropping off from $1.50 to 
$2.00 a hundredweight, while that for 
low grade beef held fairly well, show¬ 
ing a slight weakness towards the end 
of the week. The bulk of the sales 
were stockers or feeders, due to the 
fact that the grass is coming on Well 
now and the buyers are coming on 
the market to get.that.class for^'ship¬ 
ment to the country. The greater 
part of -the choice heavy staff was 
bought up by local packers and but¬ 
chers, as the B.C. buyers were npt 
so keen for cattle. The top price 
paid for choice, heavy steers was 
$16.50, but the bulk of these sales 
averaged from $13 to $15 a hundred¬ 
weight. Lighter steers averaged from 
$12.50 to $15 a hundredweight. But¬ 
cher heifers averaged from $12.50 to

Some retailers have been enquiring 
whether the counter tax on boots and 
shoes and clothing selling at more 
than specified prices is applicable to 
the total price or to the; amount by 
which the selling price exceeds the 
sum stipulated in the new taxj-csolu- 
tion. Some have been of the opinion 
that the tax should be collected only 
on the amount by which the, selling 
price exceeds the specified price. 
They have been misld by the provi¬ 
sion of the United States taxation 
measure. Under Sir Henry Di ay- 
ton’s resolution it is officially stated 
the article mentioned will be free of 
exuse duty when sold at the price 
specified in the resolution or less. 
When sold at price in excess of those 
set forth in the resolution the whole 
of the purchase price will be subject 
to taxation. 

It is stated that on credit or instal¬ 
ment cases the purchaser will have to 
deposit the amount of the tax when 
he enters into the agreement to buy.
